17-YEAR LOCUSTS WILL PASS UP 


LICKING COUNTY. BUG EXPERT SftYS 


Head of O. S. U. Departriient of Zoology and Entomol- 


ogy Saj^s Licking, Knox, Perry and Counties East Will 
Escape Ravages This Year. 


Licking county farmers, gardeners 


and fruit-growers have nothing to fear 
this year by the visitation of the 17- 
year locust, according • to Raymond C. 
Osburn, head of the department of 
zoology and entomology of Ohio State 
university, in commenting on an As- 
sociated Press dispatch from Washing- 
ton, which said that practically all of 
Ohio would be visited by the periodical 
cicada. 
"This dispatch indicated the general 


distribution of the' 17-year locust, or 
periodical cicada, of the brood which is 
due to appear this summer, as covering 
'the greater part of Ohio,' " Osburn said. 


"Now it should be carefully noted that 


Licking county, as well as Perry, Knox 
and other counties east of these, will 
not be visited by this pest this year. In 
the last visitation of this brood, in 
1902, 
all the western part of the state 


was covered, except a few counties in 
the northwest, but the line was sharply 
drawn a few miles east of Columbus 
and none was reported from Licking 
county. 
"This means that fruit-growers from 


Licking county, eastward In Ohio, need 
take none'"of the precautions outlined 
in the Associated Press articles referred 
to, as there will be ho locusts to cause 
any damage in this locality. 
Fruit 


trees may, therefore, be set out and 
pruning attended to as usual -without 
any fear of damage. To delay planting 
a year means a year's delay in bearing, 
and this is unnecessary at this time.

Peace prospects .axe most cheering. 


Within a month the greatest peace pact 
the world has ever witnessed may be 
an accomplished fact. Germany will be 
rendered impotent for harm for a gen- 
eration at least, and compelled to pay 
severely for the wrongs she has per- 
petrated upon her neighbors and the 
whole civilized world. 
She will be 


shorn of Alsace and Lorraine as well as 
of her ambitious commercial and col- 
onial schemes. 
Her foreign commerce 


and her merchant marine are gone. 
Her army may be reduced to 100.000 
men. ancl her navy to a -fraction of its 
former size. 
If possible conscription 


will be abolished, and her power for 
harm, even that for self-protection, 
will be destroyed for many years to 
come. The allies will certainly present 
a.huge bill of damages which if strictly 
enforced would mean absolute ruin. Of 
course, the greater proportion will be 
enforced, but the allies are quite intel- 
ligent enough' to realize that the bur- 
den must be. imposed-in a way and to a 
degree ttiat'will not destroy Germany 
but enable her to earn and pay just 
-retribution. 
Germany ' has ample re- 


sources to pay if given time. She pos- 
sesses mineral wealth of enormous pro- 
portions; her coal and potash mines hav- 
ing a'potential value-estimated at over 
-$600,000,000.000. Large amounts of in- 
demnity could also be obtained by taxa- 
tion 
upon railroads, factories, 
trade, 


fete. There will be no difficulty in en- 
'forcing a suitable indemnity;, but that 
cannot be obtained by destroying or boy- 
cotting Germany, 
5"he true way will 
be'to allow her people to go back to 
work and to take such 'portion of her 
profits by taxation as will enforce the 
penalty without ruin. But it will be 
many years before Germany can hope 
to recover anything approaching 
its 


former commercial position among the 
nations of the world: Ludendorff may 
have been unduly depressed when he de- 
clared that it would take a hundred 
years to place Germany in the posi- 
tion which it held in 1914, but he 
showed a fair appreciation of the ter- 
rilic ruin which she has brought upon 
herself through unscrupulous ambition 
and aggression. 
Before the war Ger- 


many was the second, and in some re- 
spects the first, commercial nation in 
the world with prospects of unlimited 


a great opportunity along this line in progress, all-of which have been wanton 
Newark.
